PEORIA, III., Aug. 13—Harry J. 
Tyrrell, head of the Harry J. Tyr- 
rell Motor Co., Studebaker auto- 
mobile agency, who is prominent 
in Peoria business circles, was 
named today as the mysterious 
silent partner of the late Carl 
Shelton, gang leader, in the Shel- 
tons’ extensive slot machine busi- 
ness. 

Following the murder of Carl 
from ambush near his Fairfield 
(III.) farm last October, Peoria 
slot machine operators made a 


new division of territory and 
named Tyrrell head of the new 
arrangement, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. Rough, tough Ber- 
nie Shelton, despite the fact that 
business-man Tyrrell had been his 
brother’s silent partner for about 
12 years, did not approve of the 
new setup, and let the fact be 
known in no uncertain terms. 
There was dissension and distrust 
in the slot machine business from 
that time on. 


Dictaphone in Headquarters. 


In their efforts to protect their 
interests, the Sheltons began 
listening in, by means of a “whis- 
pering machine,” on the conversa- 
tions of callers at their slot ma- 
chine headquarters in the Park- 
way tavern, on Farmington road. 
Wires leading from a dictaphone 
receiver hidden under steer horns 
over a doorway in the office led 
to a device in the slot machine 
repair room adjoining. 

When Bernie, or Jack Ashby, 
manager of the Shelton Amuse- 
ment Co., talked with visitors, the 
conversation was heard by some- 
one in the repair room. Bernie 
was shot to death by a hidden 
rifleman when he stepped out of 
the door of the slot machine head- 
quarters on the morning of last 
July 26. The killer escaped, leav- 
ing his rifle on a wooded hillside 
overlooking the murder scene. 

Tyrrell’s telephone numbers were 
written on a telephone tab in the 
slot machine headquarters, as 
were the telephone numbers of 
Roy D. Gatewood, who sought a 
$25,000 bribe from Bernie when 
purporting to represent State’s At- 
torney Roy P. Hull a month be- 
fore Bernie was murdered. 

The “silent partner’ was a 
mystery man to the rank and file 
of Shelton associates, however, re- 
maining discreetly in the back- 
ground while accumulating a for- 
tune from the slot machine busi- 
ness in the rich “wide-open” days 
before a new city administration 
frowned on slot machines within 
the city limits. :

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HOUSES PROPOSED 


Appeals Board Asks City to 
Clear Way for Prefabri- 
cated Structures. 


The board of building appeals 
recommended yesterday that the 
Board of Aldermen enact two 
amendments to the building code 
which would permit the erection 
in the city of prefabricated steel 
homes. 

The changes recommended are 
in the minimum sizes of steel 
roof trusses and in the sizes of 
steel studs in the side walls, 
Building Commissioner A. FH. 
Baum said. Because some of the 
prefabricated homes do not con- 
form with the code in these re- 
spects, Baum has refused to issue 
permits for their erection here. 
The manufacturers appealed to 
the board, established to hear ap- 
peals from interpretations of the 
code by the building commission- 
er. The board held that the com- 
missioner had properly interpreted 
the code but it recommended the 
changes to permit the erection 
of the all-steel homes here. Baum 
said he would draw up the pro- 
posed amendments for 
tion to the Board of Aldermen.

“The weather,“ Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren said today, “is 
going to be the same old 76“ 
a forecast which turned out to 
mean continued hot and humid 


thundershowers. He hastened to 
add that the term isn’t Weather 
Bureau jargon, “just hillblly.” 
Tomorrow's high, Wahlgren said, 
will be about 90, with a low to- 
morrow morning near 70. St. 
Louis had the thighest minimum 
temperature in the state this morn- 
ing when the mercury dropped 
only to 73 at 6 am. The humid- 
ity added to sleepers’ discomfort.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (UP)— 

The Army will carry its fight for 
Mniversal .military training into 
the next session of Congress, a 
high level policy officer said to- 
v. 
Lit. Gen. Raymond S. McLain, 
Army chief of information, said 
that in closing the U. M. T. unit at 
Fort Knox, Ry., the Army is not 
“junking” the whole idea. On the 
contrary, he said, it will ask the 
Eighty-First Congress to ‘author- 
ize a full-fledged program. 

“There is no change in official

also charged that Rich- 
ard Kavner, a union represent- 
ative, was cursed and struck by 
a policeman in a patrol wagon 
while under arrest. He said the 
name of the policeman is not 
known, and demanded that Kav- 
ner be given an opportunity to 
identify the officer. 

Priest told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the complaints would be 
investigated, and that he would 
ask the board to conduct a hear- 
ing on them. He said, however, 
he did not know whether the 
hearing would be public, as re- 
quested by Harris. 

The large group of union mem- 
bers, picketing ‘in violation of a 
court order, were arrested and 
taken to the Fourth District Sta- 
tion, They were released later 
without charge because the order 
had not been served on them. 

In his letter, Harris contended 

the police were without authority 
to attempt to enforce restraining 
orders issued in litigation involv- 
ing private parties, asserting cir- 
court court has ample power to 
enforce its own orders.

Reform Period Followed.

Basic Conflict Involved.

Others are Gov- 
ernment employes, members of the 
armed forces, federal pensioners, 
social security beneficiaries and 
farmers. 


Federal expenditures during this 
fiscal year threaten to hit a record 
peacetime peak of about 42 billion 
dollars. That is six and one-half 
times as much as the Government 
spent in 1920, when the budget 
only $6,403,343,841, 
Nineteen twenty is a good year 
to compare with for two reasons 
Prices were just about as inflated 
then as they are now, and 
‘was a postwar year the same as 
1948 is. ; 
Where the Money Goes. 

Who gets this money under thé 
current budget? 

Today 2,900,000 veterans or their 
dependents’ are drawing federal 
pensions. Another 542,560 veteraris 
are getting G.I. unemployment in- 
surance. Another 2,538,000 are at- 
tending school or college under 
the G.I. bill, and 545,945 get on-the- 
job training benefits. 

The Government also hands out 
pay checks to 2,086,000 federal 
employes and meets a cash pay 
roll for 1,412,000 members of the 
armed forces. About 125,000 re- 
tired civil service employes draw 
federal checks. 

In addition, 2,471,000 persons 
now draw federal benefits under 
the social security system. About 
3,205,131 farmers also receive an- 
nual checks ranging from a few 
dollars to several hundred for sof 
conservation practices. 

Reasons for Increase, 

Why is the Federal Government 
such an expensive proposition now 
as compared with 1920? 

For one thing this is a mucb 
bigger country than it was 28 
years ago. Roughly 34,000,000 
more people live here now than in 
1920. (The population today is 
143,400,000). Other things that 
have contributed to the expense 
bulge are the unprecedented na- 
tional debt (resulting largely from 
the second world war), national 
defense, foreign aid, veterans’ 
benefits and the increase in fed- 
eral services to taxpayers ag a re- 
sult of New Deal legislation,

He expressed the 
opinion that this mentality of dis- 
cipline and blind obedience could 
not be changed. 

Stalin also took issue with 
Roosevelt’s belief that Hitler was 
mentally unbalanced. The Rus- 
sian leader thought Hitler was un- 
intelligent, lacking in. culture and 
primitive in his approach to po- 
litical and other problems, but 
nevertheless a capable man. Re- 
gardless of Hitler's methods, said 
Stalin, it took ability to solidify 
the German people as the Fuehrer 
had done.

The National Physicians’ Committee—which 
it does not lobby—reported an outlay of 


$240,727. It has the satisfaction that no health 


bill was brought to a vote in either house. 

The ‘National Association of Home Builders 
spent $131,640, and the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards put up $66,952. They are 
congratulating themselves on a housing act 
which takes just about all of the risk out of 
their business. It does not provide a penny 
for slum clearance and subsidized low cost hous- 
ing which they opposed. 

The National Association of Electric Com- 
panies spent $148,354. It stopped an appropria- 
tion for a badly needed TVA steam power plant. 
The National Co-operative Milk Producers’ 
Federation after an expenditure of $128,590 
saw the effort to repeal the unwarranted mar- 
garine tax stopped dead. This despite the fact 
that the margarine manufacturers spent just 
about as much. 

The Association of American Railroads re- 
ported an allocation of $83,628. Individual roads 
spent lesser amounts. They have the Bulwinkle 


act, exempting them from the anti-trust laws, 


to show for their money. 


Even the taxpayers’ pockets were touched. 


Through the National Association of Attorneys 


General, 18 states added more than $20,000 to 
the larger sums put up by private interests try- 
ing to vest title to tidelands oil in the states, 
actually to permit its exploitation by private 
companies despite the Supreme Court's ruling 
that this oil constitutes a national reserve. 

So runs the list. 

In all, 218 lobbying agencies said they spent 
roughly $3,500,000. But there were four times 
that many lobbyists or lobbying organizations 
registered with the Clerk of the House. Most 
of them made no financial reports. 

Even where figures were given, uncertainty 
remains as to the real amount. For instance, 


the National Association of Electric Companies . 


listed all its expenditures without distinguishing 
between those to influence legislation and those 
for other purposes. The margarine manufac- 
turers reported the sum expended to influence 
Congress, but not other expenditures. The Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers reported the 
expenses of its chief lobbyist, Paul T. Truitt, 
but ‘not his annual salary of $18,000 a year. 
And so on. 

There ought not to be that much individual 
discrimination as to which expenditures are re- 
portable and which are not. The law should be 
revised so that it sets a uniform standard—a 
standard which is fair but which also takes into 
account the diverse ways in which lobbyists seek 
to gain their ends. Interpretation should not be 
left to the pressure groups themselves. 

Revision of the law also should take into ac- 
count the fact that some special pleaders do not 
even feel compelled to register under its present 
terms. A few vigorous prosecutions by the De- 
partment of Justice—two indictments have so 
far been returned—can help on this score. There 
is no excuse, however, for not having the law 
crystal clear. 

Every citizen has a right to petition the Gov- 
ernment for redress of grievances. This is a 
constitutional guarantee te which lobbyists are 
quick to point when under fire. But since their 
special interests so often run against the general 
interest and since they are flourishing like the 
green bay tree, the people of the United States 
had better be given a full view of their every 
shoot and sprout.

This was collected at the rate of $20 per ma- 
chine per month, the Post-Dispatch has learned, 
in spite of Illinois law against gambling. Regu- 
lar receipts were issued by Lester J. Pratt, for- 
mer city treasurer. A ruling was even ‘obtained 
from a representative of the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue that these payments were de- 
ductible on federal income tax returns. 

This flagrant practice was stopped when 
Mayor Carl O. Triebel took office in the spring 
of 1945. But it had been going on for four and 
a half years with monthly collections running 
as high as $10,362. No wonder that Peoria was 
a wide-open town with more than 800 slot ma- 
chines in operation at one time. No wonder that 
it was a “territory” the gambling racketeers 
deemed worth fighting over. 

The practice was an open invitation to al- 
liances between the underworld and the poli- 
ticians, Thus it is reported that a slot machine 
group headed by one Hymie Lipkin supported 
State’s Attorney Hull and did not pay the tax 


while it was collected regularly from the anti-

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Ds in Demand 


American communities have so many places 
for European refugees that Ugo Carusi, in charge 
of DP immigration, already finds it “obvious 
that we are not going to be able to fill all the re- 
quests.” About 100,000 job offers are already on 
file, for farmers, skilled workers, domestic help 
and other labor-short occupations. Counting non- 
working women and children, Mr. Carusi reason- 
ably calculates that 100,000 jobs means 300,000 
persons, or 95,000 more than Congress has voted 
to admit. 

There was already a good reason why the new 
Congress should revise the DP law, namely, that 
it artfully discriminates against Catholics and 
Jews. Mr. Carusi's figures add a cold-blooded 
second reason. The country is suffering from 
real Jabor shortages which a larger immigration 
quota can help to mitigate. 

The moral case for a larger quota was conclu- 
sive from the outset. The United States was 
built by DPS and descendants of DPs who fled 
from oppressor-kings in the same way that these 
modern European refugees shun the oppressor- 
dictaters of their native lands.

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Why War Scrap Is Needed 

steady reader of the Post-Dispatch editorial 
page writes in to inquire why, if steel mills al- 
ready are operating at or near 100 per cent of 
capacity, the return of scrap metal from the bat- 
tlefields of Europe would raise production, It is 
a good question for which there is a good 
answer. 

The Department of Commerce places the av- 
erage rate of operations of the steel industry at 
94 per cent for July. This compares with an av- 
erage of 97 per cent for 1941, when there was 
plenty of Grade-A melting scrap. The difference 


between the present and the 1947 rate of opera- 


tions shows there is latitude for the steel indus- 
try to absorb two or three million tons of war 
scrap a year if it were brought back. 

Actually, experts in the industry estimate that 
up to six or eight million tons additional of good 
scrap metal could be absorbed if it were avail- 
able. “Steel capacity” is a relative term. The 
capacity of a steel mill using a great deal of low 
grade scrap metal is 10 to 20 per cent less than 
the capacity of the same mill supplied with 
plenty of heavy melting scrap such as would be 


available from the battlefields. William M. Akin 


of Laclede Steel explains it thus: 

We now have to use third-rate scrap metal, 
such things as bales of tin cans and auto 
fenders, bed — baby carriage frames 
‘and horse shoes with part of the horse’s hoof 
still on them. This stuff takes a lot longer

Under the Fourteenth Amendment, it is 
provided that “No State shall make or en- 
force any law which shall abridge the privi- 
leges or immunities of Citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any State de- 
prive any person of life, liberty or property 
without due process of the law; nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws.” 

The provision has been cited by many, 
including St. Louis’ Mayor A. P. Kaufmann, 
as a prohibition of the now grossly unfair 
and disproportionate representation permit- 
ted citizens of the more heavily populated 
areas in their state 
governments. 

St. Louis now has 
18 representatives in 
the Missouri General 
Assembly, which has 
a total membership 
of 154. If St. Louis 
were to be given rep- 
resentation on a basis 
of population, as 


compared with the 


state’s least populat- 
ed county, Carter 
county, we would 
have 131 representatives rather than 18. 
Jackson county, which now has 11, would 
have 77 representatives on such a popula- 
tion basis. 

Why is this? The answer lies in Mis- 
souri’s archaic county set-up. Established 
long before the day of good roads and 
fast transportation and communication, the

state is divided into 114 counties and the 


City of St. Louis, Under the State Constitu- 
tion, each of these units, regardless of pop- 
ulation, is guaranteed at least one member 
in the House of Representatives. 

It is here that an important danger lies. 


The 78 moat sparsely populated counties in 


the state, whose total population amounts 


to only 27.1 per cent of the state's total of 


Representation in Missouri 


nearly four million, are endowed by the 
Constitution with 78 member in the House 
of Representatives—a distinct majority. 

In other words, these counties, whose 
aggregate population is only slightly more 
than a million, 27.1 per cent of the state’s 
total, could control, and unless the Constitu- 
tion is changed, will always be able to con- 
trol the Missouri House of Representatives. 

St. Louis City and the counties of Bu- 
chanan, Dunklin, Greene, Jackson, Jasper, 
Pemiscot and St. Louis, while having an 
aggregate majority of the state’s popula- 
tion, are represented in the Legislature by 
a pitifully small minority. Combined, these 
eight political units have 47 members in the 
House, The remaining units are represent- 
ed by 107, constituting not only a clear 


: majority of the House membership of 154, 


but a safe two-thirds of that body. 

The cities of the state are not the only 
sufferers. The more heavily populated 
rural areas also lack equitable representa- 
tion. I find that there are 46 counties in 
Missouri having an aggregate population of 
495,903, which have 46 Representatives in 
Jefferson City, while another 14 counties, 
with a total population in excess of half a 
million, have only 14 Representatives. 


What we have in this outmoded system 
is representation of political units—not of 
people. The State, by an archaic method 
of apportionment, is denying its citizens the 
American right to fair and equal represen- 
tation in their Legislature, as well as de- 
liberately denying and preventing majority 
rule, 

Whether the ultimate answer lies in vol- 
untary state action, through the consolida- 
tion of counties or other means, or in the 
possibility of federal direction to the states 
to take remedial action, remains to be seen. 
Whatever the course, a demand for correc- 


tive legislation by the people, particularly.

Utopia for Highbrows 
THE 2 OF NIGHT, by Edward Liston (Cowerd- 

McCann, Inc., 246 p., $2.78). 

Gulliver and Robinson Crusoe have a 
new cousin, He has no name yet—uniess 
you call him simply Liston, for he speaks 
of himself as just “I’—but he definitely be- 
longs with the makers of escapist litera- 
ture which seeks to flee the cruel world of 
realities by. playing with the mirage of a 
better, more rational society. 

The author calls his book an adventure 
story. Lost in the jungles of South America 
after a plane crash—exact locations are 
omitted—he manages to find his way back 
to civilization, only to find himself en- 
tangled in even more extraordinary experi- 
ences, His intellectual curiosity leads him 
to check up on some superstitions of an 
isolated village, and in the course of this 
investigation he is literally swallowed up by 
what he later learns to understand as a 
superior type of human life. 

This other world is mainly a world of 
reason. Gugoolma, as that paradise is called, 
is a place where technical ignorance and 
high-powered brains ‘make for a happy 
team. Primitive though the natives are, by 
sheer brainpower they have discovered all 
mathematical truths, all the axioms of logic 
and the secrets of life. They have built a 
society which is interested in nothing but 
the truth. Their ways of hanging around 
the market place and doing nothing all day 
but discuss the principles of rational living 
make Plato's world look almost like a bee- 
hive of modern activities. 

Their religion is one of reason. They be- 
lieve in God as a first cause but “attributed 
no anthropomorphic qualities to this prime 
mover.” They also 
have developed a 
theory of evolution 
but believe monkeys 
are men who have 
degenerated. “They 
used this as a warn- 
ing to children that 
they, too, could de- 
generate if they did 
not guard against it.” 

The preservation of 
their tribe is safe- 
guarded by a care- 
fully planned system 
of racial selection. 
a The boys named as 

Edward Liston future sires are 
chosen after careful study of their hered- 
ity. The social and intellectual desirability 
of their mothers is the most important 
consideration. The result: ideal men and 
women who never quarrel... for one good 
reason: they don’t live together. 

It is an interesting book and a subtle way 
to critcize the weaknesses of humans, al- 
though the author lacks the irony of Swift 
and the originality of Defoe. The society 
he pictures may be ideal, but awfully bor- 
ing. Where there is so much trutk that all 
activity ceages, there can be only a 
museum.

Judge Grover W. Watson issued 
a formal order yesterday in Cham- 
paign County Circuit Court, re- 
quired by the Supreme Court de- 
cision, that the Champaign reli- 
gious education program de 
stopped.. 

He did not, however, interpret 
the Supreme Court’s decision. Such 
an interpretation was sought by 
Walter F. Dodd, Chicago constitu- 
tional lawyer. 

Dodd had asked Judge Watson 
to say exactly what the Supreme 
Court objected to in the Cham- 
paign program.

‘Thousands Did Not Render 
Actual Military Service,’ 
It Points Out. 


CHICAGO, Ml., Aug. 13 (AP) — 
The Journal of the American 
Medical Association yesterday 
called on young doctors educated 
in the war at Government expense 
to volunteer for service under the 
new draft law. 

“They owe an obligation to the 
Government and to the people of 
the United States,” the Journal 
said editorially. The Journal 
termed the need for medical serv- 
ices in the armed forces “exceed- 
ingly critical,”. saying nearly 6000 
physicians will be required with- 
in a year. 

Most of the young doctors who 
served in the last war are “not 
inclined to volunteer,” the edi- 
torial said. It added that many 
were “bitter in their recrimina- 
tions as to faults which they ob- 
served in utilization of the med- 
ical profession.” However, it went 
on, “some of these faults were so 
obvious that military leaders have 
already taken steps to bring about 
correction.” 

The Journal said there were

The unearthing of skeletal re- 
mains of four prehistoric Indians 
near here was said yesterday by 
Dr. Andrew Whiteford of Beloit 
College as one of the most im- 
portant archeological finds ever 
made in southern Wisconsin. 

Whiteford, a professor of an- 
thropology, said the remains had 
been identified as belonging to 
the Hopewell culture, an Indian 
civilizations that flourished at 
least 15 centuries ago. 

The skeletons were uncovered 
by a road-building crew. White- 
ford said they were found in an 
excellent state of preservation 
“probably because of the mound- 
like grave where drainage has 
been good, and the clay in which 
they were imbedded.” A female 
skull included a perfect set of 
teeth. 

Mrs. Mary Seward of the State 
Historical Society said the Hope- 
wells developed agriculture, a dis- 
tinctive type of pottery, copper 
handcraft and a trading syste 
that covered most of the North 
American continent. 

Unearthing. of the remains, 
Whiteford said, was the first evi- 
dence to prove the tribe had lived 
in Wisconsin. He said the seat 
of Hopewell culture was in Ohio.

66 R. BLANDINGS BUILDS HIS DREAM HOUSE,” at 
M LOEW’S STATE was, in book and magazine form, a 
satire oh some New York apartment dwellers as babes 
in the woods of Connecticut real estate, watching a $12,500 
quaint old farmhouse grow into a $38,000 pain 
in the bank balance, The screen version is too 
timid about stepping on anyone’s toes to be 
anything but a mild and innocuous comedy. 
It has expert comedy players in Cary 
Grant, Myrna Loy and Melvyn Douglas, its 
script has some smart dialogue, it is slickly 
produced, and the opening scenes of crowded 
life in the Blandings's New York apartment are quite funny. 

Rut the humor subsides after that. The woes and mishaps 
of home building get repetitious and seem less and less amus- 
ing. To have been penetrating, the film would have had to take 
some gleeful digs at everyone responsible for houses costing 
much more these days than the owners can afford, The real- 
estate salesman is shown as definitely unloading a lemon in the 
old house that has to be torn down, but that’s about as far as 
fixing responsibility goes. Such subjects as slow-downs by build- 
ing craftsmen, ham trade-union rules, unnecessary middle- 
man profits, antiquated methods, green ‘wood and shoddy build- 
ings are avoided like the plague, Most of the difficultics are 
laid at the door of the Blandings themselves, and they are 
made to seem rather stupid for a supposedly shrewd and highly 
paid advertising executive and his wife. 

In conclusion, the movie blithely disposes of the excessive 
cost of the house by having Blandings say that things like 
houses must be bought with the heart and not the head. Tell 
that to any bank foreclosing on an owner unable to meet his 
payments during the next depression. We imagine that any 
owners of a two-year-old home whose floors have begun to 
buckle would find this ending simply hilarious. 

We don’t contend the movie should have been grim about 
the subject. But its failure as satire is proved, if for no other 
reaso~ by the fact it hasn't made anyone mad. As a matter 
of fact, the building industry is alding in exploitation of the 
picture.

Choose tree ripened, just soft- 
ripe fruit that has been hand 
picked carefully to avoid bruising. 
They should have good color 
and flavor. White varieties do not 
seem to give a good product. Hard 
peaches turn bitter. Keep peaches 
cool. Speed in handling is impera- 
tive as peaches darken readily. Be 
careful not to bruise. 
ash and drain. Place about 
three-fourths cup cold 50 per cent 
sugar syrup* in each pint mois- 
ture vapor resistant carton. Use 
a stainless steel paring knife and 
peel peaches thinly. As soon as 
each peach is peeled, slice imme- 
diately, dropping slices directly 
into syrup in carton. Put a wad 
of locker paper in top to make a 
tight pack and hold fruit under 
syrup. Seal and freeze at once. 
Ascorbic acid added to syrup 
also helps prevent darkening. (As- 
corbie acid is used by dissolving 
three teaspooons of the ascorbic 
acid powder of twelve 100 mg. tab- 
lets in a gallon of syrup—three- 
fourths teaspoon in a quart—and 
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stirring to mix thoroughly. Ascor- 
bie acid is pure vitamin C. and is 
beneficial nutritionally. It may 
be bought from the druggist.) One 
half bushel peaches (24 Ibs.)

from the town. The wire had been 
torn from the posts and wound 
into a great roll and they were 


tugging at the posts, leosening. 


them, lifting them and throwing 
them aside. 

Tearing down the fence between 
the colony and the town was not 
part of the planned work of the 
“Quakers,” the group that had been 
sent by the American Friends 
Service Committee te create 
friendliness and goodwill by 
building a community house, but 
was symbolic because it removed 
a physical barrier. So the two 
youths and the girls worked with 
a will because it was for the pur- 
pose of removing social barriers 
that they had come. 

Ever since the Lilbourn colony 
had been set up as part of the 
Delmo Homes project the fence had 
stood along its border, marking 
where the town ended and the 
colony began and proclaiming 2 
difference that divided them. It 
was at first not an unnatural di- 
vision because the town, with its 
1500 population, represented the 
old way of life, every man for 
himself, and the colony was an 
example of managed housing ini- 
tiated with government help. At 
last, though, the colonists had 
proved themselves by acquiring as 
their own the homes that the gov, 
ernment had provided, and it was 
time for them to join hands with 
the townsmen for their mutual 
good. 

That was how Newell Steward 
felt about it when he came at the 
first of the year to be community 
co-ordinator for all the colonies 
that had been taken over by the 
Delmo Homes Corporation and 
set up as communities of private 
owners. The time had come for 
the colonies, located near South- 
east Missouri towns, to be inte- 
grated with these towns, so Stew- 
ard, with experience in social rela- 
tions, was called by the Amer- 
ican Friends te work to that end, 
with the support of the Friends, 
the Episcopal Diocese pf Missouri 
and the Congregational-Christian 
church. 

One of the things that Steward, 
moving into the cottage provided

for him at the Lilbourn colony, 
noticed first was the wire fence 
that was the line of demarkation 
between the colony and the town. 
He waited until the Quakers came 
and mentioned to them that, when 
they were not too busy putting 
up the community house, they 
might lend a hand at tearing 
down the fence. It was hard 
work in the midsummer sun but 
the youths and girls, sharing his 
feeling that it shouldn’t be there, 
tore into it at odd times and soon 
had it ‘leveled. 


Steward was brought in as com- 
munity co-ordinator because inte- 
gration was the one thing. needed 
to complete the social planning at 
the heart of Delmo Homes proj- 
ect. The colonies had been cre- 
ated as something apart and 
somewhat isolated but they 
couldn’t go on that way without 
inducing tensions that would undo 
what had been accomplished. The 
work laid out for him was to al- 
lay such stresses as might be 
forming and encourage such at- 
titudes as would tend to bring 
about full identification of the 
Delmo home owners with their 
neighbors, the townspeople. It 
would not be easy because many 
of the townspeople had looked 
upon the homes project from the 
first with distrust if not disap- 
proval and the colonists had 
sensed that attitude and accepted 
the situation, disposed to be suf- 
ficient unto themselves. In a 
couple of instances there had been 
incidents that sharpened the 
Cleavage. An exception was the 


colony adjoining Kennett, which 
had been annexed. In time there 
would probably be other annexa- 
tions but the way had to be 
smoothed by the removal of preju- 
dices on both sides. 

Steward came into the situation 
not to do things byt to keep in 
the background and quietly show 
the people how they could do 
things for themselves under the 
local leadership that could be de- 
veloped. He has encouraged the 
organization of credit unions in 
one white and three Negro colo- 
nies, with townspeople included in 
the membership. The manpower 
of the colonies is gradually being 
absorbed by the towns. Here at 
Lilbourn at first there were about 
25 men who were dependent upon 
field work for a living. Now there 
are only seven, the others being 
employed in town industries. 

Next year Steward expects to 
see more credit unions formed and 
is helping with plans for thrift 
shops for women and a county- 
wide association of welfare groups 
that will cross the lines between 
colonies and the towns. Mrs. 
Steward, as his assistant, is or- 
ganizing groups and building up 
key leaders and encouraging the 
women to work together without 
regard to dividing lines. 

Meanwhile the plan devised by 
the Delmo Homes Corporation to 
enable the former share-croppers 
to own homes of their own is 
working well under the manage- 
ment of Harris Rogers of Ben- 
ton, The 549 homes sold to the 
colonists nearly three years ago

at an average price of $800 are 
being paid for on monthly install- 
ments with only two or three de- 
faults. 

Here at Lilbourn, as at the 
other colonies, there has been a 
summer paint-up and clean-up 
campaign and garden contests 
that have left the homes tidy and 
the vegetable and flower gardens 
well kept. On all the projects 
there have been contests with 
prizes for the best gardens, in 
which great interest has been 
taken, especially by the women. 

The winners were the Clyde 
Morrises of North Wardell, with 
the Dade Bryants of Morehouse 
second and the Clyde Pooles of 
East Priarie third, with 15 enti- 
tled to honorable mention. 

For the third time in as many 
summers the Quakers have come

The work that is being done by 
Steward is based on a survey that 
he made last summer, in which he 
emphasized that in planning for a 
better community life in the col- 
onies the drive and implementa- 
tion must come from the people 
themselves, with outsiders only 
pointing out the problems and 
making available the knowledge 
necessary for their solution. 


The survey showed that at that 
time there were approximately 
2260 persons living on the projects, 
of whom about 1300 were white, 
in six communities, and 960 were 
A living in three communi- 
ties.
